the clearance functions provided for by 
the federal reserve act. This action marks 
an important step toward the assumption 
dy the reserve banks of the full powers 
conferred upon them by the new law, but 
the exercise of which was withheld at the 
opening of the reserve system in Novem- 
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‘thoritative sources it was learned that 
outside interests are. trying to arranze 
to take over the property from Huttig and 
Munday.

Later, a petition asking 
for a receiver was filed by the minority 
stockholders, whg charged that the per- 
petual care fund was being misused by 
the officers of the company.

These leaders, as politica] leaders generally do, 
are expressing hopes rather than beliefs. 

The only way of prophesying how the future may 
develop is by reasonable deduction from the past. 

The Progressive movement can be said to have 
started shortly after the election of President Mc- 
Kinley in 1896. While the president’s mind dur- 
ing hig first term was principally taken up with 
the Spenish war and its aftermath, he was becom- 
ihre aware of the growing inequalities of opportu- 
uity and was starting a campaign of reform at the 
time of his assassination. 

President Roosevelt, succeeding him in office, 
devoted his energy to this movement with such 
success that he was. overwhelmingly elected in 
1904, He carried out the popular will so satisfa~ 
torily during the years of his elective term that at 
their close he was able to name his successor, poll- 
ticians and voters alike e accepting his .rec- 
ommendation. 

President Taft was no sooner elected than he 
turned from the policies: he had -professed before 
election and delivered himself and the power of his 
administration to those very elements President 
Roosevelt had so successfully overcome. So rapidly 
did he work that the party which had been over- 
whelming in its march toward progress was over- 
whelmed at the congressional election ‘two. years 
later. 

Shortly afterward the Republicans began to gather 
into three camps. One camp, representing reaction 
and containing federal officeholders, was insistent 
for the renomination of the president. Another 
camp, intent upon hig rejection from office at all 
costs, rallied around Senator La Follette. A third 
camp, believing strongly in the Republican’ party, 
and delieving it alone capable of successfully con- 
ducting the government, cast around for a candi- 
date who could be nominated in the face of the 
federal machine and who could be elected at the 
polls. This camp finally settled upon ex-President 
Roosevelt as the only available man to save the 


party. 


There followed the primary campaign. The 
Roosevelt Republicans, with recraits from both the 
Taft and La Follette followers, won the nom!- 
nation at the popular primaries, only to be cheated 
out of their victory in the national convention. 

There followed the unexpected nomination M 
Woodrow Wilson at the Democratic convention 
and the organisation of the Progressive party. 

In the campaign the Progressives attacked Re- 
publicans and Democrats indiscriminately. The 
election showed the norma] Democratic vote for Wil- 
son and the former Republican vote divided be- 
tween Roosevelt and Taft, with the larger part 
for Roosevelt.

As the World says, all we'll ever hear officially 
of the Mexican ‘troubles will de contained in a 
message of the president which some day may re- 
view them briefly in connection with other matters 
touching the state of the nation. 

A president's message when it devotes itself to 
such reviews is merely an arrangement of general 
statements which serve only the purpose of re- 
vealing nothing. : 

The organization of our government may not 
goon be changed to permit the appearance of a 
cabinet officer in congress to answer to questions 
from the floor, but we can have candor without 
such change. 

Nearly every time one branch or another of con- 
gress submits a question to the administration it 
is regarded as an aggressive act intended to pat 
the administration on its defense and if possible to 
make it betray mismanagement. And nearly every 
time the question is po accepted, as unfair, and the 
administration exerts itself not to give congress a 
candid answer. 

An illustration of diplomacy in the dark is af- 
forded by our policy in Mexico. It is an essential 
of democracy that the people should be iaformed. 
Our processes allow them to acquire information 
from all except official sources. Authority never 
speaks with the candor, frankness, and honesty 
that authority ought to be governed by in its rela- 


tion to the people. 


THE EMERGENCY SHOULD BE MET. 

The twenty-five aldermen who checked the emer- 
gency appropriation for additional patrolmen in- 
cluded many of the best men in the council. Doubt- 
less a commendable impatience over police inefi- 
ciency had much to do with thelr stand. The 
finance committee members naturally do not relish 
what may seem interference with their preroga- 
tives, and there is a sound general objection to 
emergency sppropriations, which so often in the 
past have been mere raids on the public funds. 
There also in all probability was a feeling that 
measures of police reform should await the report 
of the Merriam investigation. 

The fact remains that an emergency exists, and, 
as the mayor remarks, it is a real emergency and 
should not be shirked because there have been 
false claims for relief advanced in the past. The 
unemployment situation is going to complicate the 
regular seasonal problem of Chicago, and we can- 
not afford to have conditions which are always 
dificult made much more serious. 

We may complain that if politics were ejected 
from police affairs and the strictest standards of 
efficiency and economy attained we should need a 
smaller increase than we are told is needed. But 
for generations we have talked of police reform, 
and meanwhile we are confronting conditions which 
we ought not to endure while we work out u solu- 
tion of the general police problem. 

Chairman Richert of the finance committee, we 
understand, believes that a large increase of the 
police force is required and can be provided for 
under next year’s appropriation. The police inves- 
tigation will bring forth constructive suggestions 
for police reform, But in the meanwhile it is to be 
hoped the present emergency will be met energet- 


Geiger ordinance granted without further delay.

In the old days, when the crops had 
been laid by, there was not much to do 
until the gathering time commenced, If 
the hands were laid up with chills, not 
much money was lost. When boll weevil 
ig around the crops must be cultivated 
after the old“ lay-by season in order 
to keep ahead of the weevil. 

The writer of this letter thinks the 
most effective method of prevention is 
complete cure of the sick. He does not 
think it possible properly to ecreep negro 
cabine or to keep mosquitoes away by 
bars over the beds. The drainage of the 
lands will require many years. But ifthe 
cases of malaria are completely cured, 
the mosquitoes cannot become infected. 

Concentrating on people sick with ma- 
laria, seeing that they get quinine free, 
if not able to pay for it, and at a bw 
price under other circumstances, ig the 
method of control of malaria which is 
proving so effectual in Italy.

Curtously enough, the mother of the 
bride of Count Michael Karolyi, after 
losing her first hueband, Count Theodore 
Andraasy, married with the permission 
of the church her husband's brother, 
Count Julius Andrassy, the younger, also 
a well known statesman and formerly 
minister of the interior of Hungary.

With regard to Count Michael Karolyi, 
a silly story was reprinted in America 
at the time of his visit here last summer, 
taken from Francia Gribbie’s scurrilous 
hook about the reigning house of Austria, 
according to which the many tragedies 
of the Hapsburg family during the last 
half century are due to a terrible aad 
bloodcurdling curse pronounced 
Emperor Francis Joseph in 1840 by 
Countess Karolyi, owing to his refusal io 
commute the death sentence passed upon 
her only son. 

There is not a word of truth in thietale. 
No Count Karolyi was put to degth in 
1849, and consequentiy no Countess Kar- 
olyi had any cause to pronounce such a 
frightful curse upon her sorely tried sov- 
eretgn, then a lad of 15. : 

The story4# due to a confusion of names, 
It la perfectly true that a curse was pro- 
nounced in that year against the house 
of Hapsburg. But it. was uttered by 
Countess Louis Batthyany, wife of that 
prime minister of Hungary in 1848 who 
forsook his allegiance in order to become 
one of the leaders of the Hungarian in- 
surrection in 1849 and wae then captured 
and sentenced to death, 

His devoted wife in some way was led 
to believe that he was to be reprieved,- 
and tt was only when the shots rang out 
which killed her husband that she learned 
of the deception and, driven temporarily 
insane by grief, uttered the curse which 


has been so wrongly attributed to « 
“THREE hundred cannon-mouths roared loud.“ |

XVI. and of Queen Marie Antoinette on 
the Place de le Conncede.ct Pas, to the 
throne of Sweden. 

The other grandfather of the Duke of

The only person at the court who is not 
in favor of the Germans ie the particu- 
larly charming crown princess, who, a 
daughter of the governer generai of Can- 
ada and of the Duchess of Connatght, 
and reared wholly in Dugtand, naturally 
sympathizes with the allies, 

Her position at Stockholm is obe of 
great delicacy and difficulty, but she is 
behaving with eo much discretion and 
tact as to excite the admiration even of 
those who are embittered against every- 
thing British.

If King Gustav, the queen, and the court 
had thelr way they would undoubtediy 
have throws thelr lot with Germany and 
have taken up arms against the allies, 
But popular sentiment in Sweden is ab- 
wolutely opposed to any such course, ano 
the mission of the learned Prof. Wilheim 
Ostwald of the University of Leipsic and 
lecturer at Harvard, one of the recipi- 
ents of the Nobel prise, who was dis- 
patched by the kaiser to Sweden in order

Blames Holdup on Lack of Police. 


Lack of sufficient police protection was 
given as the cause of the latest and one of 
the boldest daylight robberies in Chicago. 
Fred T. Richards, superintendent of the 
Pelouze Manufacturing company, 232 
East Ohio street, was held up and forced 
to surrender the pay envelopes of the con- 
cern, amounting to $800, yesterday after-

Plans for marketing the millions of dol- 
lars of products for the farmers aad 
gardeners of the United States were an- 
nounced yesterday by the American Ex- 
press company. 

The company through 10,000 agents in 
the United States is ready to put the plan 
into operation. On the farms of the 
United States annually hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars’ worth of produce goes 
to waste each year, it is said, because the 
farmers do not know where to market 
their surplus products. 


Will Bring Interests Together. 

The express company will bring these 
markets to the farm, collect the produce, 
and dispose of it in the cities without any 
cost to the farmer. The company's com- 
mission will be obtained in the increased 
business, William Gourlay, manager of 
the department, said. 

The produce can be sold much cheaper 
in the cities because the profits of the 
commission merchants are avoided in the 
farm-to-consumer plan. 

The plan should tend to equalize the 
supply of foodS8tuffs in the various parte 
of the country,“ Mr. Gourlay said. A8 
it is now we have artificial values for 
fruits and other produce in one part of 
the country and extremely low prices in 
another part of the country. That's why 
farmers let their ap s rot on the ground 
rather than pack them and ship them to 
another part of the country where they 
don't know anything about the market. 


Will Find Oversupply. 

“Jt is our mission after finding out 
where the oversupply is to point out to 
the farmer where he may send his goods 
to- advantage. With our organization 
covering 75,000 miles we can“ move the

Some officials have a practice of con- 
ducting surprise tests by tirning switch 
lights, placing red lights or flags unac- 
companied by torpedoes beside the track, 
or wiring down the automatic signals. 
They claim that they discover in this way 
whether or not the men in the cab are on 
the job. The real result is to give the men 
a terrible fright and also to make them 
careless in times when there might be real 
danger. One of our sixteen demands is to 
eliminate the surprise tests and substitute 
warning methods in use by some of the 
roads.” 

Urges Standard Working Day. 

“ Fifty-two western railroads now have 
the ten hour dey in freight service,” Mr. 
Moore asserted, and nine have less than 
ten hours. Seventeen of them have more 
than the ter hour day. The point that 
we want to make ie that if fifty-two of 
the railroads can afford to give the men 
a ten hour day. the others can also. Fif- 
teen of the western roads have the five 
hour day in passenger service. We would 
have them all adopt this as the standard 
day.“ 


LLOYD-GEORGE SAYS HE WAS 
MISQUOTED ON DEBT OF U. S. 


Says %5,000,000,000 Referred te 
Total Invested British Capital in 
America, Not to Trade Balance. 


LONDON, Dec. 1—As a result of re- 
ports made by American correspondents 
of London newspapers that the state- 
ment of David Lloyd-George, chancellor 
of the exchequer, to the effect that the 
United States owed Great Britain $5,000,- 
000,000 had caused surprise in the United 
States, Mr. Lioyd-George today gave the 
Associated Press an explanatory state- 
ment. 

His comment, he says, was that Amer- 
ica owes Great Britain nearly a thousand 
million unds “in fixed and floating 
capital.’ 

The quoted words, he points out, make 
it clear that he referred to the total of 
British invested capital in America and’ 
in no way to America’s indebtedness in’ 
respect of the current balance of trade 


between the two countries.

Harmonicas from 
the Black forest of Germany, Nurnberg’s 
wooden toys, and Sonnenberg’s Christmas 
tree ornaments all are here despite the 
war. There is a full supply of the finely 
constructed French engines and other 
mechanical toys in which the French 
eee oe es —— wee ee ee 
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erally expect a normal and perhaps 
eomething more than a norma! business. 
Growth of sentiment in the home circle 
and a feeling of thankfulness that the 
American family is free from the deci- 
mating horrors of war is expected to 
impel parents to make an effort to do 
a little extra’ for the children. It is 
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estimated that Chicago alone will spend 
$2,000,000 for toys.

This remark, attributed by the police 
to Emil Emsheimer, the hat form manu- 
facturer found dead in his factory at 21 
Past Lake street Saturday evening, may 
have an important bearing on the solu- 
tion of the mystery surrounding his death. 

Emsheimer showed signs of despond- 
ency when he said it to Miss Edna Schol- 
le, according to her statement to Detec- 
tive Sergt. Michael Trant., Two months 
ago, according to the girl, Emsheimer 
frst began to talk discouragingly. A 
month later he suddenly loeked up from 

hig newspaper and said to her: 

“Don't you think it fooli 
gon to commit suicide?’ 


Paced Floor Nervously. 

She answered in the affirmative. Ems- 
deimer paced the floor nervously, ac- 
cording to her statement to the police. 
She spoke about it to her mother, The 
next day the girl asked her aged em- 
ployer, if there was anything worrying

‘him. She was made to explain that he 


raised the thought in her mind by his 
discussion of suicide. He laughed, and 
said there was no cause for alarm. The 
girl told the police that during the last 
‘two months Emshelmer did not show 
the cheerful disposition she was accus- 
tomed to observing in the three previous 
years of her employment. 

Sergt. Trant told Chief of Detectives 
O’Brien and Coroner Hoffman there was 
no doubt in his mind about Miss Scholle 
being absolutely clear on the subject, and 
that he got verifications of the story from 
the young woman's mother. 


Capt. O’Brien remarked the matter was 


significant, but still refused to commit 
himself and said he had one or two 
serious things still to develop before he 
arrives at any conclusion. 

The police say that the further they 
delve into his financial affairs the more 
they are convinced that Emsheimer’s 
business outlook was none too bright. 


Had $27,000 in Life Policies. 


~ Bergt. George T. Scrivner of Coronet 
) Hoffman's staff yesterday made a fuy 


ther examination of the premises and 
brought away several papers and other 
things that the police overlooked in their 
search. One thing definitely established 
by Scrivner was that Emsheimer held 
$27,000 in incontestable life insurance, 
and an indefinite amount in accident poli- 
Canceled receipts and other papers 
showed Emshelmer made a habit of bor- 
rowing heavily on his policies. 

The dead man's papers showed he 
liquidated a $1,000 bond of the Wisconsin 
Power and Light company in June, and 
on Nov. 15 last he paid two judgment 
notes aggregating $1,500 to Foreman 
Brothers’ bank. Sergt. Scrivner took 
away for further examination a bill of 
sale made out by L. Stadecker, a former 
partner, to Emsheimer, on May 7, 1912. 
It disposed of all Stadecker’s interest for 
$5,000. Scrivner also took a power of 
attorney from Emsheimer to his son, Leo 
H. Emsheimer, in which the son is given 
full authority to sign his father’s naine 
to checks and conduct the business the 
Same as if the elder Emsheimer were 
present. It is dated May 29, 1912, 


Spots on Ruler. 


Under the desk Scrivner found a brass 


edged ruler which contained red spots 
and finger prints. The substance had 
every appearance of blood, but Chemlat 
McNally, who made a superficial exam- 
mation, said he believed the spots to be 
tebacco. 6 

But the find may be important from the 
fact that the edge could have been used 
to scratch the back of Emsheimer’s left 
hand. Scrivner also brought back a bar 
of tin clips used to fasten papers to-

Among the dead man’s possessions was 
one showing he borrowed $1,266 on a 
Home Life Insurance policy. The inven- 
tory, which he was copying into a book 
from a slip made out by his factory fore- 
man, Arnold Moran, shows Emsheimer 
was ready to start the new month with 
about $60 worth of stock.

HICAGO is the convention center 
of the North American continent. 
Announcement was made yester- 
day by the conventiom bureau of 
the Chicago Association of Com- 
merce that this city in December will en- 
tertain more than sixty conventions. De- 
cember is regarded as a dull month for 
national gatherings and the present year 
has been especially hard on the dele- 
gates. But notwithstanding these facts 
December of this year shows a handsome 
gain over any previous December. New 
York will not entertain half the conven 
tions this month that Chicago wilh In 
1913 this city had 330 national, state, and 
international conventions, which brought 
here more than 300,000 delegates. The 
total of out of town visitors for the pres- 
ent four weeks is estimated at 30,000. 
The largest of the December meetings 
will be the convention of the American 
Road Builders’ association, together with 
the American Good Roads congress and 
annual good roade show. The conven- 
tion will be held at the Hotel La Salle 
during the week of Dec. 14 and the good 
roads show will be etaged at the Interna- 
tional amphitheater at the Union stock- 
yards.
